Additional Rules of Court under the Supreme Court of 

Judicature Act, 1875. 

Priis'ting. 

Order I. Where any written deposition of a witness has 
been filed for use on a trial, such deposition shall be printed, 
unless otherwise ordered. 

Order IT, The Rules of Court as to printing depositions 
and affidavits to be used on a trial shall not apply to depositions 
and affidavits which have previously been used upon any pro- 
ceeding without having been printed. 

Order III. Other affidavits than those required to be printed 
by Order XXXVIII., Rule 6, in the schedule to the Supremo

Order IV. The 3rd Rule of Order XXXIV. in the first 
schedule to the Supreme Court of Judicature Act, 1875, shall 
apply to a special case, pursuant to the Act of 13 & 14 
Victoria, c.

Order V. "Where, pursuant to Rules of Court, any pleading, 

special case, petition of right, deposition, or affidavit is to be 

printed, and where any printed or other office copy thereof

6. The party by or on whose behalf any deposition, 
affidavit, or certificate is filed shall leave a copy with the 
officer with whom the same is filed, who shall examine 
it with the original and mark it as an office copy ; such 
copy shall be a copy printed as above provided where 
such deposition or affidavit is to be printed. 

7. The party or solicitor who has taken any printed or 
written office copy of any deposition or affidavit, is to pro- 
duce the same upon every proceeding to which the same 
relates. 

8. Where any party is entitled to a copy of any depo- 
sition, affidavit, proceeding, or document filed or prepared 
by or on behalf of another party, which is not reiquired 
to be printed, such copy shall be furnished by the party 
by or on whose behalf the same has been filed or prepared. 

9. The party requiring any such copy, or his solicitor, 
is to make a written application to the party by whom 
the copy is to be furnished, or his solicitor, with an 
undertaking to pay the proper charges, and thereupon

SPECIAL ALLOWANCES AND GENEEAL 
PROVISIONS. 



1. As to writs of summons requiring special indorsement, 
original special cases, pleadings, and affidavits in answer to 
interrogatories, and other special affidavits, when the higher 
scale is applicable, the taxing officer may, in lieu of the 
allowances for instructions and preparing or drawing, make 
such allowance for work, labour, and expenses in or about the 
preparation of such documents as in his discretion he may 
think proper. 

2. As to drawing any pleading or other document, the fees 
allowed shall include any copy made for the use of the 
solicitor, agent, or client, or for counsel to settle,

partners) the taxing officer shall consider the fee above 
provided inadequate, he may make such further allowance as 
he shall in his discretion consider reasonable. 

4. As to affidavits, where there are several deponents to be 
Bwom, or it is necessary for the purpose of an affidavit being 
sworn to go a distance, or to employ an agent, such 
reasonable allowance may be made as the taxing officer in 
his discretion may think fit.

5. The allowances for instractions and drawing an affidavit 
in answer to interrogatories and other special affidavits, and 
attending the deponent to be sworn, include all attendances 
on the deponent to settle and read over. 

6. As to delivery of pleadings, services, and notices, the 
fees are not to be allowed when the same solicitor is for both 
parties, anless it be necessary for the purpose of making an 
affidavit of service. 

7. As to perusals the fees are not to apply where the same 
solicitor is for both parties. 

8. As to evidence, such just and reasonable charges and 
expenses as appear to have been properly incurred in procuring 
evidence, and the attendance of witnesses, are to be allowed. 

9. As to agency correspondence, in country agency causes 
and matters, if it be shown to the satisfaction of the taxing 
officer that such correspondence has been special and extensive, 
he is to be at liberty to make such special allowance in respect 
thereof as in his discretion he may think proper, 

10. As to attendances at the Judges' Chambers, where, 
from the length of the attendance, or from the difficulty of 
the case, the judge or master shall think the highest of the 
above fees an insufficient remuneration for the services per- 
formed, or where the preparation of the case or matter to lay 
it before the judge or master in chambers, or on a summons, 
shall have required skill and labour for which no fee has been 
allowed, the judge or master may allow such fee in lieu of 
the fee of £1. Is. above provided, not exceeding £2. 2s., or 
where the higher scale is applicable £3. 3s., or in proceedings 
to wind up a pompany £5. 5s., as in his discretion he may 
think fit ; and where the preparation of the case or matter to 
lay it before a judge at chambers on a summons shall have 
required and received from the solicitor such extraordinary 
skill and labour as materially to conduce to the satisfactory 
and speedy disposal of the business, and therefore shall appear 
to the judge to deserve higher remuneration than the ordinary 
fees, the judge may allow to the solicitor, by a memorandum 
in writing expressly made for that purpose and signed by the 
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judge, specifying distinctly the grounds of such allowance, 
such fee, not exceeding 10 guineas^ as in his discretion he may 
think fit, instead of the above fees of £2. 2s., £3. 3s., and 
£5 5s. 

11. As to attendances at the Judges' Chamhers, where by 
reason of the non-attendance of any party (and it is not con- 
sidered expedient to proceed ex parte) ^ or where by reason of the 
neglect of any party in not being prepared with any proper 
evidence account, or other proceeding, the attendance is 
adjourned without any useful progress being made, the judge 
may order such an amount of costs (if any) as he shall think 
reasonable to be paid to the party attending by the party so 
absent or neglectful, or by his solicitor personally ; and the 
party so absent or neglectful is not to be allowed any fee as 
against any other party, or any estate or fund in which any 
other party is interested. 

12. A folio is to comprise 72 words, every figure comprised 
in a column being counted as one word. 

13. Such costs of procuring the advice of counsel on the 
pleadings, evidence, and proceedings in any cause or matter 
as the taxing officer shall in his discretion think just and 
reasonable, and of procuring counsel to settle such pleadings 
and special affidavits as the taxing officer shall in his discretion 
think proper to be settled by counsel, are to be allowed ; but 
as to affidavits a separate fee is not to be allowed for each 
affidavit, but one fee for all the affidavits proper to be so settled, 
which are or ought to be filed at the same time. 

14. As to counsel attending at Judges' Chambers, no costs 
thereof shall in any case be allowed, unless the judge certifies 
it to be a proper case for counsel to attend. 

15. As to inspection of documents under Order XXXI., 
Bule 14, no allowance is to be made for any notice or inspection, 
unless it is shown to the satisfaction of the taxing officer that 
there were good and sufficient reasons for giving such notice 
and making such inspection. 

16. As to taking copies of documents in possession of 
another party, or extracts therefrom, under Eules of Coxirt 
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or any special order, the party entitled to take the copy or 
extract is to pay the solicitor of the *party producing the 
document for such copy or extract as he may, by writing, 
require, at the rate of 4d. per folio ; and if the solicitor of 
the party producing the document refuses or neglects to 
supply the same, the solicitor requiring the copy or extract is 
to be at liberty to make it, and the solicitor for the i)arty 
producing is not to be entitled to any fee in respect thereof. 

17. Where a petition in any cause or matter assigned to 
the Chancery Division is served, and notice is given to the 
party served that in case of his appearance in court his costs 
will be objected to, and accompanied by a tender of costs for 
perusing the same, the amoimt to be tendered shall be 
j62. 2s. The party making such payment shall be allowed 
the same in his costs, provided such service was proper, but 
not otherwise ; but this order is without prejudice to the rights 
of either party to costs, or to object to costs where no such 
tender is made, or where the Court or judge shall consider 
the party entitled, notwithstanding such notice or tender, to 
appear in court. In any other case in which a solicitor of a 
party served necessarily or properly peruses any such petition 
without appearing thereon he is to be allowed a fee not 
exceeding £2. 2s. 

18. The Court or judge may, at the hearing of any cause 
or matter, or upon any application or procedure in any 
cause or matter in court or at chambers, and whether the 
same is objected to or not, direct the costs of any pleading, 
affidavit, evidence, notice to cross-examine witnesses, account, 
statement, or other proceeding, or any part thereof, which is 
improper, imnecessary, or contains unnecessary matter, or is 
of unnecessary length, to be disallowed, or may direct the 
taxing officer to look into the same and to disallow the costs 
thereof, or of such part thereof as he shall find to be impropert 
unnecessary, or to contain imnecessary matter, or to be of 
unnecessary length ; and in such case the party whose costs 
are so disallowed shall pay the costs occasioned to the other 
parties by such unnecessary proceeding, matter, or length i 
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and in any case where such question shall not have bedn 
raised before and dealt with by the Oourt or judge, the

27. As to any work and labour properly performed and not 
herein provided for, and in respect of which fees have hereto- 
fore been allowed, the same or similar fees are to be allowed 
for such work and labour as have heretofore been allowed. 

28. The rules, orders, and practice of any Court whose 
jurisdiction is transferred to the High Court of Justice or 
Court of Appeal, relating to costs, and the allowance of the 
fees of solicitors and attorneys, and the taxation of costs, 
existing prior to the commencement of the Act, shall, in so 
far as they are not inconsistent with the Act, and the Rules 
of Court in pursuance thereof, remain in force and be 
applicable to costs of the same or analogous proceedings, and 
to the allowance of the fees of solicitors of the Supreme 
Court and the taxation of costs in the High Court of Justico 
and Court of Appeal. 

29. As to all fees or allowances which are discretionary, 
the same are, unless otherwise provided, to be allowed at the 
discretion of the taxing officer, who, in the exercise of such 
discretion, is to take into consideration the other fees and 
allowances to the solicitor and counsel, if any, in respect of 
the work to which any such allowance applies, the nature and 
importance of the cause or matter, the amount involved, the 
interest of the parties, the fund or persons to bear the costs, 
the general conduct and costs of the proceedings, and all 
other circumstances. 

30. Any party who may be dissatisfied with the allowance 
or disallowance by the taxing officer, in any bill of costs 
taxed by him, of the whole or any part of any item or items, 
may, at any time before the certificate or allocatur is signed, 
deliver to the oilier party interested thereiii, and carry in 
before the taxing officer, an objection in writing to such 
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allowance or dieallowaiice, specifying therein by a L'st, in a 
«liort and concise form, the item or items, or parts or part 
thereof, objected to, and may thereupon apply to the taxing 
officer to review the taxation in respect of the same. 

31. Upon such application the taxing officer shall reconsider 
and review his taxation upon such objections, and he may, if

Orders as to Court Fees under the Supreme Court of 
Judicature Act, 1875. October 28, 1875. 

l.-'The fees and percentages contained in the schedule 
hereto are fixed and appointed to be, and shall be taken in 
the High Court of Justice, and in the Court of Appeal, and 
in any Court to be created by any commission, and in any 
office which is connected with any of those Courts, or in 
which any business connected with any of those Courts is 
conducted, and by any officer paid wholly or partly out of 
public moneys who is attached to any of those Courts or tho 
Supreme Court, or any Judge of those Courts, or any of 
them ; and the said fees and percentages shall be taken by 
stamps, except those taken in the District Registries, which 
shall, until further order, be taken in money, and applied 
and accounted for in such manner as the Treasury may from 
time to time direct, 

II. The fees and percentages set forth in the column 
headed Lower Scale in the schedule hereto are to be taken 
and paid in all cases in which the Lower Scale of fees is to 
be charged and allowed to solicitors under the provisions of 
the Additional Rules of Court under the Supreme Court of 
Judicature Act, 1875, issued by Order in Council, dated the 
12th day of August, 1875, and the fees and percentages set 
forth in the column headed Higher Scale in the schedule 
hereto are to be taken and paid in all other cases. 

III. In causes and matters by the 34th section of the 
Supreme Court of Judicature Act, 1873, assigned to the 
Chancery Division : — 

The solicitor or party acting in person shall, on any 
proceeding in which he claims to pay fees according to the 
Lower Scale, file with the proper officer a certificate in the 
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form hereunder set forth, of which certificate the officer is, 
tit the request of any solicitor or any party acting in person 
in the cause or matter, to mark a copy without a fee. 

On production of such copy of the certificate all officers of 
the Court are to receive and file all proceedings in the cause 
or matter bearing stamps according to the Lower Scale. 

In any case certified for the Lower Scale of Court fees, in 
which it shall happen that the solicitor shall become entitled to 
charge and be allowed according to the Higher Scale of 
solicitors' fees, the deficiency in the fees of Court is to be 
made good. 

La any case in which the fees have been paid upon the 
Higher Scale, and in which it shall happen that the solicitor 
shall become entitled to charge and be allowed only according 
to the Lower Scale of solicitors' fees, the excess of fees so 
paid may be allowed upon the taxation of costs, if the 
circumstances of the. case shall, in the judgment of the 
taxing officer, justify such allowance.- 

TV. The provisions in this Order shall not apply to or 
afioct any of the matters following (that is to say) : — 

The existing fees and percentages in respect of any of 
the jurisdictions which are not, by the Supreme Court 
of Judicature Acts, 1873 and 1876, transferred to the 
High Court of Justice or the Court of Appeal ; 
The existing fees and percentages in respect of any 
matter at the time of the passing of the Supreme 
Court of Judicature Act, 1875, within the jurisdiction 
of the Court of Probate, the Court for Divorce and 
Matrimonial Causes, or the Admiralty Court, or 
relating to any appeal from the Chief Judge in 
Bankruptcy, except so far as the procedure in any such 
matter, or the fees or percentages to be taken in 
respect thereof, is or are expressly varied by the 
schedule to the said Act, or by this Order, or by any 
Kules of Court made or to be made by Order in Coimcil 
before the commencement of the said Act ; 
The existing fees and percentages in respect of any 
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criminal proceedings, other than such proceedings on the 
Crown side of the Queen's Bench Division as the scale 
contained in the schedule hereto may be applicable to ;

The existing fees and percentages in respect of any pro- 
ceedings in any cause or matter pending at the com- 
mencement of the said Acts, and in respect of which 
no fee or percentage is hereby provided. 

V. The existing rules and practice, applicable to proceed- 
ings by persons suing in form& pauperis, shall continue and 
be applicable to proceedings to which this Order relates. 

VI. Save as otherwise provided by this Order all existing 
fees and percentages which may be taken in any of the Courts 
whose jurisdiction is, by the Judicature Acts> 1873 and 1875, 
transferred to the High Court of Justice or Court of Appeal, 
or in any office which is connected with any of those Courts 
or in which any business connected with any of those Courts 
is conducted, or by any officer paid wholly or partly out of 
public moneys who is attached to any of those Courts, or the 
Supreme Court, or any Judge of those Courts, or any of 
them, shall be and are hereby abolished. 

VII. A folio is to comprise 72 words, every figure com- 
prised in a column being counted as one word. 
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Vni. The provisions of Order LXIIT. in the first 
Schedule to the Supreme Court of Judicature Act^ 1876, 
shall apply to this Order. 

IX. This Order shall come into operation at the time of 
the commencement of the Supreme Court of Judicature

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XIY.— COSTS TAXABLE BY THE TAXING OFFICER 
OF THE HOUSE OF LORDS, AND MODE OF 
PROCEEDING. 

The costs Taxable by the Taxing Officer of the House of 
Lords aoce — 

All costs, charges, and expenses of and incidental to the 
preparation, biinging in, and carrying through Parliament 
any railway or other local and personal bill, and any estate- 
or other private bill, and the costs, charges, and expenses 
incurred in opposing any such bill. Such costs are taxed 
either under the provisions of the 12 & 13 Vict. c. 78, and 
the 28 & 29 Yict. c. 27, or vpon a requisition from either of 
the courts in Englaiidy Ireland, or Scotland, or at the request 
of the parties interested in the same. 

All costs, charges, and expenses of or incidental to appeal 
cases in the House of Lords. Such costs are taxed under an 
order or judgment of the House, and in pursuance of a stand- 
ing order, or upon a requisition from either of the courts, or 
at the request of the parties interested in the same; such 
costs being taxed either as between party and party, or && 
between solicitor and client, as the case may require. 

All costs, and charges, and expenses of and incidental to 
establishing claims to peerages and claims to vote. Such 
costs are taxed upon a requisition from either of the courts 
or at Ihc request of the parties interested in the same. 

The mode of proceeding. 

When the costs are to be taxed under the provisions of 
12 & 13 Vict. c. 78, a copy of such costs, with an indorse- 
ment thereon stating that a copy of such costs had been duly 
Fcrved upon A. and B., who are the parties liable to pay the 
same, and requesting an appointment to tax, must be deposited 
in the taxing office of the House of Lords, and due notice of 
an appointment to tax will be sent from the taxing office to 
each party. 
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Wlien costs are to be taxed under the provisions of 28 & 
29 Vict. c. 27, a copy of such costs (tcith an indorsement 
thereon stating that the provisions of section 3 of the above Act, 
so far as the same relate to the delivery of the bill of costs to^ 
the party chargeable with the same, have been complied with, 
and requesting an appointment to examine and tax the same), 
must be deposited in the taxing office ; and such application 
must be made to the taxing officer within the time limited by 
the fsaid section of the said Act.

In pursuance of the powers given by " The County Courts

us in this behalf, we, the undersigned, two of the Com- 
missioners of Her Majesty's Treasury, whose names are 
hereunto subscribed, do hereby, with tbe consent of the Lord 
Chancellor, order that, on and after the second day of 
November, 1875, the several fees, or sums in the name of 
fees, specified in the Schedules hereunder written, shall be 
taken on the proceedings therein mentioned, in lieu of all 
other fees for the proceedings set forth ; and that the fees 
so authorized to be taken, with the exception of the fees for 
keeping possession of goods, and with the exception of the 
fees mentioned in Schedule (B.), shall be received by tho 
registrars of the difierent County Courts, and shall be accounted 
for and paid over by them to the treasurers of their respective 
courts, or where there is no treasurer, the superintendent of 
County Courts, and that the fees set fortb in Schedule (B.) 
shall be received by the registrars for the use of themselves 
and the high bailiffs, according as the duties are to be per- 
formed by the registrars or high bailiffs.

Where a dajm for rent or mesne profits, or both, is added to a plaint 
for the recovery of a tenement, an additional poundage shall be taken 
on the amount or amounts so claimed, but where thereby the total 
amount on which poundage would be taken shall exceed twenty 
pounds, the poundage shall be estimated on twenty pounds only.

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THE FOLLOWING ARE THE ORDERS RELATING 
TO COSTS. 

4. All bills aad charges of attorneys, reoeirers, managers, aooount- 
ants, auctioneers, brokers, and other persons not being trustees, in 
matters of bankruptcy, shall be taxed by the proper officer of the court, ^ 
and no payments in respect of such bills or charges shall be allowed by 
the comptroller, in the accounts of a trustee, without due proof of such 
taxation haying been made. The taxing officer shall satisfy himself 
that the employment of a solicitor has been duly authorised by section 
29 of the Act. 

5. All bills and charges of attorneys, receivers, managers, accoun- 
tants, auctioneers, brokers, and other persons not being trustees, in 
matters of liquidation, shall be taxed by the proper officer of the court, 
and no payments in respect of such bills or charges shall be allowed in 
the accounts of a trustee without due proof of such taxati<»i having 
been made. No payment shall be allowed in respect of the remunera- 
tion of a trustee in liquidation, except on the allocatur of the taxing 
officer, as being in accordance with the determination of the creditors 
thereon. 

6. Where in bankruptcy or liquidation a receiver or manager is 
continued as trustee, the remuneration of trustee at the rate deter- 
mined on shall commence as from the date of his appointment as 
receiver or manager, and shall be assessed accordingly ; and no other 
than the aforesaid remuneration shall be made to the trustee for his 
services as receiver or manager. 

7. Where the receiver or manager is not continued as trustee, or is 
oontinued as trustee but without remuneration, he shall be allowed out 
of the estate such sum for his services as receiver or manager as the 
taxing officer of the court shall, having regard to the views of the 
trustee, and committee of inspection (if any) thereon, think fit. 

8. Where any costs in bankruptcy or liquidation are incurred sub- 
sequent to these rules, and the proveable debts of the debtor do not 
exceed £750, or the estimated assets do not exceed £200, a lower scale 
of attorneys' costs shall be allowed, namely, three-fifths of the charges 
ordinarily allowed, disbursements being added. If in error any charges 
have been allowed or paid on the higher scale, and the proveable debts 
shall afterwards be ascertained not to exceed £750, or the gross proceeds 
of the assets not to exceed £200, the excess shall be disallowed, and if 
paid shall be repaid to the trustee.
